Ho had been a 
cruel hu^biuid, dwsipated and worthless 
for many years, and finally in his 
druiikeu frenzy drove his wife from 
home. .She to.)K ivf ug ■ with hfr sister, 
who lived uear by. and the fact that this 
sister gave shelter to hi> w ife brouj^ht 
upon her the enmity of Miller. I'assing 
the house Miller met his sister in-law, 
and, without a word of warnin.g. shot 
her so seriously that she died within a 
few hours, ifis arrest, trial, conviction 
Hiid t.ually his execution last night 
were the result of bis bloody deed.
